The attention of every business man 


and properly bolder is directed to the 
following article, from the New York 
Financial Nem. The JVeug is not a po- 
litical paper. As its name indicates it 
U deToted to financial and stock ex- 
change affairs, and though published 
In Wall street, it strike" the keynote of 
the present situation. 


It says in a leading article: 
"Silver is the key to the situation. 


Its decline or rise in pries regulates 
the price of products—grain,proviaioce, 
cotton—in a general way. This has 
been true in every step of the fluctuat- 
ing decline begun in 1873. One instance 
of recent occurrence marks this fact 
with much emphasis. On the adjourn- 
ment of the last Congress, after repeal- 
Ing the silver purchase clause of the 
Sherman law, it was necsssary to re- 
verse the panicky tendency of the mar- 
kets generally, and to show that this 
legislation had been in the direction of 
d restoration of values. All that was 
necessary to affect a rise was to move 
up the price of silver. Silver is the 
button to be pushed. The rest follow. 
Silver was advanced several pence 
per ounce. 
A refreshing boom in 


prices of stock?, bonds, grain, cotton 
and products and commodities gener- 
erally followed. 
The rise held and 


progressed so long as silver was manip- 
ulated upward. When the foreign fln- 
ger was taken off the silver button 
down went silver, and securities, crops, 
products and commodities—in a word, 
trade—relapsed into the old ruts. 


"With a silver battle on in earnest 


for the first time since 1873,there should 
be, and doubtless will be, gradual ap- 
preciation in the price of silver and ae 
silver is the lever, its risi will carry 
values generally along with it, so far as 
products and commodities go. As to 
securities, in spite of many years of 
false teaching, the investing class would 
quickly discount the fact that secnri- 
ttes must advance with a renewal and 
enlargement of trade. 


"Falling prices for over twenty years 


have locked up money by destroying 
confidence in business. 
There has 


been no lack of confidence iu our 
money, but falling prices mean inevit- 
able loss, and, of course, destroy confi- 
dence. With a general rise in prices, 
which would ensue from the free coin- 
age of silver, confidence in business 
would come back. Nothing but a rise 
in prices, can bring it back. The mo- 
ment a general rUe sets in on a scale to 
indicate it has come to stay money will 
come out of alt the hoarding places 
created during a quarter of a century, 
and will flow in from other countries 
to get into business based on rising 
prices. 


"Rising prices in money lock up 


money and destroy confidence in busi- 
ness. 
Rising prices in products and 


commodities unlock money and breed 
confidence in business and stimulate 
new enterprises. When rising prices 
begin we can quit 'reorganizing' and go 
to constructing." 


A NEW YORK BI/CFF. 


The New York Democratic Con"en- 


tion, which was dominated by gold 
men, through several of the delegates 
were instructed for free coinage, failed 
to nominate Presidential electors. This 
is construed to mean that if the Ohi< 
cago Convention nominates a free Sil- 
ver man, the goldbug Democracy of 
New York will not put an electoral 
ticket in the field. New York has dic- 
tated the policy of the Democratic 
party, though in justice to the State it 
was not responsible for the nomination 
of Cleveland in 1892, and now it pro- 
poses to bolt if the Silver men are in 
^he ascendency in the National Con- 
vention. It is a bold bluff, but the 
Silver men will call it and compel the 
New Yorkers to show their hands. 


Whitney and Hill controlled the con- 


vention and played a bold game, but 
they cannot frighten the Silver men of 
the South and West. 


KKPCBLICAN 
CONSISTENCY. 


The Republicans of Nevada in Con- 


vention assembled at Virginia City 
last May declared for free coinage at 
16tol. Not a member of the party, 
not excepting the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court, dissented fiom the 
declaration. Since then the Republic

The 
trusts and manufacturers of the East, 
the men who attended the St. Louis 
convention in their own gorgeously ar- 
rayed private cars to frame a platform 
and nominate a candidate in their own 
interests, will contribute as much more.

As the result 'of his prolonged study: 


of those striking -phenomena, the thun- 
derstorms of Madras, Professor Smith 
informs the Scottish Meteorological so- 
ciety that the first remarkable fact ob- 
served by him .was that of certain sea- 
sons of the year when' sheet lightning 
appeared almost every night, always in 
a west or southwesterly direction and 
invariably near tho horizon ; it may be, 
therefore, he remarks, that these dis- 
charges occur in the region whcro the 
moist and dnstless sea wind meets tho 
dry and dusty land wind, ono being, 
perhaps, positively electrified aud (lie 
other negatively. In these lightning dis- 
plays as many aa 800 flashes per niinuto 
have been counted, this rate being kept 
up for an hour or nn hour and a half. 
Another notable peculiarity remarked 
of this region is that the heaviest rains 
are unaccompanied by thunder, while 
the displays of lightning are not accom- 
panied by any rain.
